Sales tax receipts, as reported by the State Board 
of Equilization recently, have taken a decided jump in Tor­ 
rance, an indication that commercial strength of the city 
is on its way to catching up with the tremendous growth 
recorded in the residential and industrial sections of the 
city during the past 10 years.

Postal receipts for 1939 were up 12 per cent over 
a year ago, according to the annual report just released by 
Postmaster Clara A. Conner. Incoming mail was up 17 per 
cent and outgoing mAil up 14 per cent she reported.

During the past year, substantial increases were re­ 
corded in the number of commercial stops for postmen, 
Mrs. Conner reported. A nominal increase was recorded in 
the residential areas.

A number of major industries announced plans for 
Torrance developments during the past year, and several 
huge plants are now under construction. Many others have 
been rumored but not confirmed.

All in all, it appears that Torrance is indeed "on 
its way" as we head into 1960.

And those who were busy predicting great things 
for the city in past years can sit back now and look around 
with satisfaction. Their most optimistic predictions are 
being met and passed.

Expanding markets in the 
U.S. and abroad give the rub­ 
ber and plastics industries 
cause to predict solid growth 
in I960, according to .1. Ward 
Keener, president of The 
B. F. Goodrich Co.

Keener predicts the United 
States will consume 1,650.000 
long tons of rubber this year 
 a record high. Spurring the 
consumption rise will be 
higher sales r,f replacement 
tires for the increasing num­ 
ber of automobiles on the 
road. Another factor will be 
greater consumption of rub­ 
ber in non-transportation pro­ 
ducts, such as hose, belting, 
and footwear.

1 explain this because in a 
recent issue of this column I 
assumed that everyone realiz­ 
ed that onlv about one-half 
of the people are registered 
voters. Much to my stiprise, 
I received inquiries from 
newspaper reporters who had 
never heard of this ratio.

The principal Issues before 

(he California Slate Legisla­ 
ture during the March, 1960, 
budget session, and the spec­ 
ial session which the Gover­ 
nor will call to meet at the 
same time as the budget ses­ 
sion, will be (1) Water; (2) 
Taxes: and (3) Narcotics. Each 
of these is a complex, com­ 
plicated subject which breaks 
down into a multitude of top­ 
ics, resulting in hundreds of 
bills, budget items, and 
amendments to existing laws.

The water issue is not con­ 
fined to the California Water 
Plan, sometimes erroneously 
referred to as the Feather 
River Project, although the 
latter is merely a part of the

California Water Plan. In '«'  
dititin to his major subject, 
bills may be introduced for 
the conversion of sea water 
into fresh water, the treat­ 
ment of sewapo so that it is 
safe to be pumped into under­ 
ground streams for future 
use-, and the conservation of 
existing water supplies. Even­ 
tually, California, particularly 
Southern California, will need 
every available drop of water.

Taxes are a major issue be­ 

cause the Governor told the 
Legislature and the people of 
California in January, IWO, 
I hat we needed increased tax­ 
es because he expected n de­ 
ficit in the Stale income. 
Assuming that Ihe Governor 
is Kigical. the surplus which 
we now have should justify a 
reduction in taxes.

If the Governor is not logi­ 
cal, then he may find new 
places to spend the surplus, 
create a deficit, and demand 
more taxes under the old 
theory of "tax, spend, and 
elect," only the people of 
California, including both Re­ 
publicans and Democrats, 
have their eyes open and are 
in bitter opposition to elect­ 
ing people who want to tax 
and spend without justifica­ 
tion.

Narcotics will be an issue 
in 1900 because Ihe majority 
of Ihe people of California are 
not satisfied with the present 
li.ws 'regarding the use and 
sale of narcotics and they ;>re 
not happy about court de­ 
cisions «nd laws which bum­ 
per law-enforcrment officers 
in their work. The people ars 
nlso not pleased with Judges 
who lei nrvolic peddlers no 
nn probation or escape wilh 
lif/lil sentences.

Most judccs object to laws 
which tie their hniuls in the 
trial and sentencing of crimi­ 
nals, including nrrcotlcs of­ 
fenders, drunken drivers, 
other menaces to soc 
They SR.V that they should 
have discretion about trials 
and sentences, and yet tin 
judges are the servants of th« 
people and not our masters.

Many lawyers support tht 
position of the judges in pub­ 
lic utterances because of two 
reasons: First, they are afraid 
that anything they say may 
be repeated to some judge 
who will "get even" with 
them when they represent 
clients before him. Second, 
many lawyers want to bo 
judges and hence resent any 
legislative control over the 
courts, no matter how much 
that control is in the public 
Interest.

Finally, there are many im­ 
portant issues in addition to 
water, taxes and narcotics. 
Many of these will be discus­ 
sed in future issues of this 
family journal.

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Membership in the Califor­ 
nia Medical Assn. has increas­ 
ed from fWfW in 1950 to a 
total of 17,060 physicians at 
the start of 1960, Dr. T. Eric 
Reynolds, president of the as­ 
sociation, lias reported.

The addition of 7174 new 
physicians, specialists a n d 
general practitioners' during 
the past decade, Dr. Heynolds 
said, is in a large measure 
due to the aggressive action 
of CMA's Placement Bureau 
which assist physicians in lo­ 
cating In areas where popu­ 
lations are Increasing.

"This record of accomplish­ 

ment," Dr. Reynolds pointed 
out, "should correct any idcus 
of 'monopoly' or that the pro­ 
fession allempls in any wuv 
to limit tint number <>!' incdi 
cal practitioners in California. 
On the contrary, CM A is suck­ 
ing constantly to Imvu the 
doctor population V«up pace

wilh I lie state's spectacular 
growth in order to belter 
servo tln> public from both 
the .standpoint of numbers 
and quality medical care."

In substantiating CMA's 
position of increasing the sup­ 
ply of new physicians and up­ 
grading tho quality of medi­ 
cal care for patients, Dr. 
Reynolds cited the profes­ 
sion's financial contributions 
to further medical education.

In a criminal case twelve 
jurors have a duty lo do jus­ 
tice as each one sees it, and 
yet be unanimous. In most 
trials both sides have much 
to say, and the evidence is 
conflicting. Tho twelve jurors 
vary in their ability, temper- 
ament, character, education, 
and in their experience in the 
world, and in the question at 
stake.

Upon their 
verdict much depends the 
life or liberty of others, and 
the public good.

Jury duty calls for insight, 
common sense, courage, tact, 
fairmindedncss, patience, (es­ 
pecially toward the jurors 
who disagree with you), good 
humor, tolerance, balance, 
willingness to hear others out 
and change one's mind, readi­ 
ness to go over and over the 
facts to find something to 
bring agreement. In short, 
jury duty demands a "decent 
respect to the opinions" of 
others.

A jury finds facts. II hours 
and weighs evidence and then 
comes to verdict. It does not 
make the law- Hie legislature 
does; nor does it set the pun­

ishment except in "capital" 
offenses like first degree mur­ 
der. In most cases the judge 
and the Adult Authority set 
the punishment.

The judge will tell you .not 
to find the accused guilty un­ 
til ho is proved so under strict 
rules of evidence. If you have 
any "reasonable doubt," not 
imaginary or far-fetched ac­ 
quit the accused. The judge 
will also "instruct" you in the 
law that applies in the case.

Civil cases do not demand 
a moral certainty, merely the 
"preponderance" of what you 
regard as reliable and believ­ 
able evidence.
